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MEETING OF THE BRITISH ASSOCIATION 
AT MANCHESTER. 

ScrENCcE, like Wisdom, is justified of her children, Time was 

when the annual sessions of the British Association were held’ 

to be a capital theme for ridicule, and when journalists who 
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eater for the instruction and amusement of men of business 
thought it became them to raise an uproarious laugh at what 
they described as talking, peripatetic, and wool-gathering 
philosophy. It is not the first time by a good many that the 
shadows which herald the approach of a majestic success, mis-

interpreted by men who believe that “ there is nothing like leather,” 
have excited wondrous ebullitions of noisy merriment, of which sub- 
sequentevents have madethesaidmen sheepishly ashamed. The 
British Association has not merely outlived the jeers of its early 
assailants—it has seen them converted into acclamations of praise. 
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Hf it had ever troubled itself to note the world’s opinion, when 
intermitting for a brief space its laborious researches into the 
unwritten volume of Nature, it must have smiled at the mew 
illustration of ‘‘ The deformed transformed,” and have felt more 
than ever convinced that the voice of God through his “ mani- 
fold works” is better worth listening to, and heeding, and com- 
paring notes upon, than the shrill utterances of the wittiest 
critic—just as the steady light and warmth of the sun are infi- 
nitely more satisfying than the loudest and most brilliant 
“crackling of thorns under a pot.” 

In our view, there is a special element of gratification in the 
meetings of the British Association, They partake almost equally 
cf the character of a Parliament and a Commemoration, They 
are deliberative, but not exclusively so, They serve also for 
celebration. They record the results of patient observation in 
what are called “ physical laws,” But they also admit of, and 
invite, those interchanges of elevated and joyous sentiment 
which usually characterise a festivity or a triumph, They have, 
like chambers of legislation, weighty business to transact and 
grave discussions to carry on ; but they may also be regarded as an- 
niversaries of the marriage of Science to Art, upon which a some- 
what proud display of the fruits of that union is expected and in- 
d@ulged in, They furnish one of the very few occasions in which 
the jubilant spirit may find full and fitting scope for exercise—for 
the exultation which springs out of a growing mastery over the 
forces of Nature, and a subjugation of them to the purposes of 





life, is in loving harmony with the highest reason and the ; 


purest piety. There cannot but be pleasure of the most refined 
character—there cannot but be profit of the nfost abiding kind— 
in thus bringing, as it were, into one periodical and intellectual 
exhibition a)] the treasures which Science has discovered during 
the preceding year in the various spheres of human knowledge, 
and in conferring together (both theorists and practical men) 
on the common uses to which they may be applied, It is a sort 


of “world’s fair” for the display and exchange of scientific | 


wares, and, like most other fairs, it interblends with business a 
goodly portion of the festive element, 

This year the British Association held its annual meeting at 
Manchester, with Mr, Fairbairn as its President for the coming 
year. The place and the man are alike suggestive of the inti- 
mate relation in which, in the present day especially, practice 
stands to theory, art to science, As Lord Stanley truly and 
pertinently observed, “ Lancashire has contributed her full 
share to the long list of English cultivators of science ;” but, 
in addition to this, “there is no city and no district in this 
country which has profited more by the practical application of 
scientific discovery than the city of Manchester.” Mr, 
Fairbairn, whose name as an engineer is honourably and not 
unequally yoked together with those of Stephenson, Brunel, 
Whitworth, and Armstrong, and who has won distinction 
also as a successful votary of science, is a Manchester man ; 
and the history of his studies and achievements presents us with 
one of the most vivid illustrations of the fact that theory and 
practice, when duly allied, give to the world the noblest off- 
spring. From the lips of such a man the following declaration 
is no mean tribute of praise :—‘ If the British Association had 
efiected nothing more than the removal of the anomalous 
separation of theory and practice it would have gained imperish- 
able renown in the benefit thus conferrel.” The meeting at 
Manchester, therefore, bringing together “for a common object,” 
as Mr, Fairbairn remarked, “ the learned professors of our Uni- 
versities and the workers in practical science,” was naturally 
suggestive of the main topic upon which the President so elo- 
quently discoursed—namely, the “relation of the achievements of 
science to the comforts and enjoyments of man,” 

And what a discourse! Astronomy, magnetism, chemistry, 
geology, botany, zoology, geography, ethnology, and the 
mechanical sciences, were led forward successively as rich con- 
tributors to the wellbeing of society. Mr, Fairbairn introduced 
each of them with a modest disclaimer on his own part of 
perfect acquaintanceshfp; but, in pointing out the benefits 
rendered by each to man in his ordinary life, he selected 
phenomena and described their applications and uses so aptly, 
s0 lucidly, and with such a charm of self-possession, that no 
one could doubt of his intimate familiarity with every one of 
the sciences from which he borrowed his facts and illustrations. 
Like a well-qualified host who studies the special character- 
istics of each of his guests, and draws out of them what they 
know best and can speak of with most profit to the com” 
pany, so the President of the Association elicited from each 
of the sciences information peculiarly appropriate to his general 
purpose ; and the testimony of each was so harmonious, so perfectly 
in keeping one with another, as to produce a general result of 
conviction differing only from the separate lines of illustration 
leading up to it, as light differs from the prismatic rays of which 
it is composed. Mr. Fairbairn, however, dwelt most lingeringly, 
as was natural, upon the feats of engineering science in relation 
to the economy of modern life, and by the skilful grouping of 
his facts and the masterly order in which he made them march 
past his audience, he kept attention enchained to his subject as 
long as he saw fit, and when at last he dismissed it he dismissed 
it laden with matter for grateful reflection and future study. 

The session having been grandly inaugurated by the speech 
from the presidential chair, the various sections retired to their 
several rooms, and heard and discussed papers on matters of 
special interest falling within their respective departments, It 
does not come within the scope of these observations to give a 
summary, however condensed, of the business thus sectionally 
transacted—indeed, the space at our disposal would scarcely 
admit of even a bare catalogue of the topics brought under 
notice and debate. We must be content, therefore, with record- 
ing our impression that the proceedings of the association have 
never, as far as our recollection serves, been in such close and 
uniform accordance with its professed object, nor that, whether in 
respect of the «ubjects bronght forward, the men who handled 
them, ox the yalne of the discussions which they evoked, has 





the advancement of science on any former oceasion been more 
steadily kept in view or more largely promoted, At the outset 
of its career there can be no doubt that the association attracted 
not a few men whose personal vanity and dilettante philosophy 
detracted considerably from the practical worth of its meetings. 
Most of these it has had constitutional vitality enough to 
eliminate or suppress, Every year it becomes more rigidly and 
predominantly scientific in its operations, accomplishes its ends 
with less waste, prosecutes its beneficent mission with increased 
simplicity of motive and greater intentness of purpose, In 
these respects the meetings of the present year appear to us to 
be pre-eminently distinguished, 

It has been well remarked by a daily contemporary that 
Science “now walks with head erect, smiling blandly, and bowing 
to allthe world; she has her gala days and her fashionable 
gatherings, her aristocratic patrons, and her following of plebeian 
admirers, her hierarchy, and her lay associates,” Let it never 
be forgotten, however, that she has won this happy and honour- 
able freedom simply by her loyal obedience in correctly inter- 
preting and usefully applying the “open secrets” of her 
mistress, The laws of Nature, as an unerring transcript 
of the Divine will, are full of blessings to mankind, 
Partially as we have as yet made acquaintance with them, 
and little as we have turned them to practical account, 
we have seen enough to convince us that they contain in richest 
abundance most of what may be called the raw materials of 
human progress, Physical Science has probably done far more 
for the elevation of the broad masses of our countrymen than 
any political constitution, however perfect, and however much 
to be valued, could have effected. Every triumph she achieves 
shatters some of those limitations within which ignorance 
had previously restricted the exercise of our powers, Every 
discovery she makes opens fresh sources of enjoyment to 
the millions, Many a Monarch might have desired in vain, 
three centuries ago, advantages which are now within easy 
reach of every working man, and, in point of daily means of 
enjoyment, Science has already placed most of us in a position 
to which in olden times the foremost potentates of earth would 
have looked up with envy. In regard to food, clothing. loco- 
motion, books, recreations, and most of the other staple ingre- 
dients of a comfortable life, we moderns are favoured beyond 
the wildest imagination of our ancestors, and of many of the 
terrible calamities to which they were periodically exposed we 
know nothing or next to nothing. Whence has the difference 
arisen? Simply from our closer observation of, and the 
stricter harmony of our daily proceedings with, the laws of 
Nature. We have found out, to some extent, the conditions 
and capabilities of the innumerable forces by which we are 
surrounded, and how they are all waiting to work out our well- 
being, To what results may we not look forward now that Science 
has got upon the right track? Now that she is fulfilling the 
mission assigned to her by Bacon, and taking, as her “legitimate 
goal, the endowment of human life with new inventions and 
riches,” who can venture to anticipate the numberless ways in 
which she will add to our resources, whether of fruition or 
security? Let us be thankful for the advance already made, 
and hail the British Association as an active and efficient agent 
in making it greater and more productive of good every year.

Many persons were arrested, among whom are 
several of the principal citizens, Some have since been set at liberty, 
but forty are still in prison. 

A solemn funeral service for those who fell in the recent disturbance 
at Wilna was held on the 3rd in all the churches and synagogues of 
Warsaw. The people wore mourning-bands on their hats, and the

INDIA. 

The Bombay mail has arrived, but the intelligence is not very 
important, Acts imposing a license tax on artisans and traders, and 
establishing a paper currency, had received the Governor-General’s 
assent. No notes of a less denomination than £1 were to be issued, 
and the amount to be based upon Government securities was not to

The express companies are forbidden to carry letters to the Southern 
States throngh Kentucky. Thus these States are now completely cut 
off from regular communication with the outer world, 

ARMY NEWS. 

Two hundred and sixty-one volunteer officers have resigned since the 
defeat at Bull Run. 

Several soldiers cla'med by Lord Lyons had been discharged from 
the army. 

Not ober half of the 25,000 additional volunteers called for by the 
recent proclamation of the Governor of New York have as yet enlisted. 

The Philadelphia Press advertises a list of 400 names, signed by the 
Governor of the State, who had — themselves as volunteers, 
but who afterwards refused to take the oath for three years’ service. 


THE NORTHERN STATES, 

The Union Defence Committee of New York have published a state- 
ment of the expenditure of 1,000,000 dols. placed at their disposal by 
the City Government. 531,709 dols, were expended in “aid to 
regiments ;” 226,589dols, in arms and ammunition, and 250,000 dols. in 
aid of the families of soldiers, leaving a small balance in their hands. 

The revenue to be raised in the cre of — —_ for municipal 

urposes only, for the present year, is 11,590,040 dols, 

’ The nebting of obnoxious peace papers continues, The oflice of the 
New York Datly News is protected by a large body of polices But the 
Government refuses to allow it or any other journal of similar politics 
to go by post, while United States’ marshals seize the bundles which 
are sent by private express companies, Peace meetings are broken 
up by the Unionists ; but in one instance, in Connecticut, the Unionist 
mob was beaten back by the partisans of peace. The peace flag is a 
white one, and the war journals dub the movement ‘“ the showing of 
the white feather.” 

Captain T, F, Meagher has addressed a large meeting of Irishmen in 
New York, exhorting them to support the war and crush the revo- 
lution, because it was favoured by the English aristocracy, 


GARIBALDI ON THE WAR. 

A report having got abroad in both worlds that the Italian liberator 
was about to take service in the Federal army, the Washington cor- 
respondent of the Philadelphia Press contradicts it as follows :—

HattT1 HumMAyoun.—At the present time the derivation of a 
phrase which is constantly occurring in connection with Turkey may be 
interesting to your readers, I mean the words ‘‘ hatti humayoun.” The first 
of these has nothing very peculiar about it, being an Arabic word adopted in 
Turkish, meaning writing, and hence an edict. The second, however, has a 
very peculiar history, There is a bird in Persia called the hama, which is 
remarkable for only feeding on bones, and consequently sometimes called by 
the Persians “ustakhvan khur,” or the bone-cater (see D’Herbelot and 
Fastwick). On this account, that it does no harm to any other animal, the 
bird is considered of good augury, and thus the Persian adjective “ humayoun” 
came, which was afterwards applic’, amongst their other titles, to Emperors, 
and in process of time has become synonymous with Imperial, in which sense 
it is now used in Turkish, Thus “hatti humayoun” simply means the 
Imperial writing or edict.—Notes and Queries. 

THE NAT-MEE.—At the last meeting of the Asiatic Society a 
ed ‘was read on the Nat-mee or Spirit Fire, a burning hillock in Pega, about 
thirty miles from Phayetmye. Lieutenant Duff, who describes the pheno- 
menon, was at first doubtful of its existence, but on reaching the top of the 
bill to which he was directed he saw flames issuing from small fissures in the 
ground, Rovnd the flames an open cairn had been piled up; it was evidently 
the result of the visits of pears, who each throw one or two stones on the 
beap.

The births of 1768 children—871 boys and 897 girls—were 
registered last week in London. In the ten corresponding weeks of the years 
1851-60 the average number was 1598.——The deaths registere! in London 
last week were 1121, showing a slight decrease on the number in the previous 
week, which was 1127. If the deaths from epidemic cholera in the vhirty- 
sixth week of 1854 are excluded, the average number of deaths in the weeks 
corresp< nding with last week, corrected for increase of population, would be 
1162. Hence it appears that the deaths of last week are less by 41 than the 
estimated number. 


An extraordinary accident occurred last Saturday at the 
works in connection with the Metropolitan Underground Railway. On the 
return of the men from dinner, a body of about twenty-five bricklayers an? 
others resumed their work at the bottom of the shaft, about twenty-five feet im 
depth, situated at the Clerkenwell end of the new Victoria-street, for the purpose 
of continuing the tunnel which forms the underground railway. About forty 
feet of the railway at this spot is bricked in ; and a further distance had been 
excavated, and was ready for the brickfacing, which work was being proceeded 
with at the time of the accident. Other men were engaged at the same 
mement near the top of the shaft, removing a length of the New River 
Company's main pipe, to enable the surface works to be conducted with greater 
convenience to the men employed, when suddenly the main behind the ** st 
cock” burst, and the water rushed out, descending the shaft into the tr 











where the men were at work. The shaft down which the waiter was rashing 
with great impetuosity was the only means of egress, and a square iron backet 
and windlass was the only appliance at hand for rescuing the men in the 
tunnel. The bucket was at once lowered and was drawn up filled with men, 


who had fled to the bottom of the shaft. Again and again it was lowered and 
raised, sometimes with a freight which rendered the ascent extremely critical 
to the men themselves. The four last men who were brought ts the sarface 
were almost lifeless from fear and exhaustion, the water by that time havine 
reached to the crown of the arch.

Mr, RATTENBURY was born at Newport, Mon- 
mouthshire, June 26, 1806. After receiving 
several years’ schooling at — he went 
to reside in Manchester, where he joined the 
Wesleyan-Methodists, His first religious ex- 

jences were very remarkable, extreme re- 
gious distress being suddenly and permanently 
transformed into great religious joy and Chris- 
tian zeal. He often, when a youth, wandered 
about the streets of Manchester at four o’clock 
in the morning, waiting for the commencement 
of the very early a ay services which were 
holden by the Methodists nearly half a 
ago. oung Rattenbury gave consi 
proof of —- zeal, pulpit capacity, and 
cy character, and, after spending 
some time in Manchester as ‘a lay , he 
was fully set apart to the work of the —. 
Stourbridge was his first circuit, from which he 
removed to Sheffield ; and he has travelled in 
first-class circuits ever since, Macclesfield 
Leeds, York, Manchester, London, and Bristol 
have each shared the benefits of his ministerial 
efficiency. Three is the utmost time at 
present allowed by the Conference for a minis- 
ter’s sojourn in any one and the same circuit. 
It is therefore no mean criterion of Mr. Ratten- 
bury’s acceptability as a minister to know that 
be bes remained years in every circuit to 
which he has been appointed. In the pulpit Mr. 
Rattenbury’s chief Pharacterist ics are spiritual- 
ism, fidelity, earnestness, forcible application of 
Methodist doctrine, and great sweetness of tone. 
His plaintive tones of voice, frequently thrown 
into the minor key, give to his pathetic passages 
a peculiar expression which is fascinating and 
sometimes thrilling to the hearer, though these

described on paper. Few men in Methodism 
—in fact not one of his standing—have laboured 
so hard by occasional and extra _ services 
for the prosperity of his own Church. In all 
parts of the Connection and in all seasons of 
the year he has been in “labours more abun- 
dant,” and so he will continue to the end. The 
circuits in which the reverend tleman has 
travelled owe much to him in a busi point 
of view. prosperity of ecclesiastical 
finances and the erection of new cha has 
nearly always followed in his steps, e great 
chapel-buildi ag movement now going on among 
the London Methodists may be said to have 
sprung from Mr. Rattenbury’s previous labours 
as from its germ. As chairman of different 
districts and as secretary for various connec- 
onal funds, the President has long been known 
7. more than the average amount of 

esiastical business talent. In presiding over 
the deliberations of the Conference he gave 
great satisfaction, not only by his suavity and 
yudiciousness, but by his inviting the young 
ministers to take part in the debates and by the 
unusual amount of freedom in discussion which 
he allowed. We regret that Mr. Rattenbury has made no con- 
tributions to literature, but he has had other work to do. It has 
been the ambition of his life to be a religiously-successful minister, 
and with the results of his life's ambition he has, indeed, good 
cause to be satisfied—satisfied with the position he will occupy in 
the archives of Methodism.

Ovr last Number contained a View, from Sketch “by one of our 
Special Artists, of the Queen Embarking on the Lakes of Kil- 
larney, including the venerable ruins of Castle.

The shores of the Lakes of Killarney are all rocky, so that every- 
here Nature has constructed beautiful landing-p' and ma 
ledges of rock into natural stairs, At Ross Castle the green turf 
beneath the ruins sh down to the water's edge, where it meets 
shelves of rock, alon which the two State took their places, 
From the water’s edge up to the castle walls along the shore of 
Ross Island were congregated thousands of Irish ladies, for the 
most part in white, with red, and blue, and lavender ribbons, givin 
them the appearance, at a distance (like the orchestra at the Hande 
Festival), of a bank of flowers.

Until this pathway 
upen the waters was terminated, the barge moved very slowly, in order 
that the fleet of tiny vessels might have an ample opportunity of doing 
honour to the Queen. As she came alongside the boats, one after 
another they took up the cheers, and the different crews, in their 
uniforms of red, and white, and blue, standing to their oars (which 
looked like a forest of slender masts ‘‘in ordinary”), raised their boating- 
hats in the air, while the gaily-clothed ladies waved their handker- 
chiefs, and seemed in an instant to clothe the masts of oars with 
fluttering sails.

TIMES OF HIGH WATER AT LONDON-BRIDGE, 
FOR THE WEEK ENDING SEPTEMBER 21, 1861. 
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BAILWAY ACCIDENTS AND THEIR REMEDIES. 
SURELY the time has come for something like a definite national 
policy with regard to railway accidents, Two collisions within 
a few days, the death of nearly forty persons, and the serious 
injury of a still larger number; the shock to public confidence, 
the decline in value of railway property, the condemnation by 
a Government Inspector of one of our most popular lines as 
wanting in efficiency of system; and, lastly, the verdict of 
“Manslaughter” against the station-master in the one ¢ase and 
against the signalman in the other ;—surely these are facts to 
warn us that the days of mere lament and anger and vague 
discussion are passed, and that we must now substitute earnest 
inquiry, determined purpose, and, if practicable, certain and 
speedy cure, 

It would be idle to dwell on the urgency of the need for some 
relief to the public mind, or on the grateful welcome that would 
be accorded to any new measures calculated to that end. But 
there is one remark we may make—Is it not now the obvious 
interest (to say nothing of higher duty) of the whole railway 
directorate of Great Britain to incur, if necessary, serious trouble 
and expense with a view to increased safety, not only for the 
safety’s sake, but in order to check the almost universal panic that 
has set in, and to give the public mind something pleasanter and 
more hopeful to reflect on than the “ perilous stuff” that now 
weighs it down? Never wasit clearer than now that the interest 
of the public and of the companies are identical—if only fully 
understood, 

It may look like a cruel mockery, under existing circumstances, 
to talk of the inherent safety of railway travelling. Yet, if we 
could but do away with one singleclass of accidents—collisions— 
the sum total of deaths in a half year (the last of 1860) would 
drop from twenty-five to one, and of persons injured from three 
hundred and seventy-three to thirty-six, And this for above 
eighty million of travellers! We know, then, but too well where 
the stress of danger and responsibility lies, These late cases 
have taught us whatever else we might have needed to know, 
Scarcely a single trait of the defective parts of the system but 
has here come to the surface. Are we now so to use them that 
they appear for the last time? Can there be any real difficulty 
in securing this? We venture to think not ;—that something like 
a clear and satisfactory answer will rise almost spontaneously 
from the juxtaposition of certain facts, and a review of the 
more obvious causes, of what we call accidents, but which it 
would be more correct to speak of as contingent dangers for 
which no due provision has been made, By the same process it 
will, we think, become plain that the railway disease admits of 
no quack cure, no single specific. Let us enumerate its chief 
symptoms :— 

1, Unpunctuality of start——One of the three Brighton trains 
is dispatched just twenty-three minutes after its time ; but then, 
by way of compensation, the Kew train starts a whole hour 
before, It might be supposed that such practices would, at all 
events, be checked by accurate record of the facts ; but no: the 
Brighton manager confesses it has not been thought desirable 
to do anything of the kind. We cannot agree with him, And 
why, we may ask, should not the inevitable decay in filling the 
excursion-train after the closing of the doors be formally 
acknowledged in every time-table by double lines of type for 
the two periods, and be thus duly provided for in all calculations? 

2. The too rapid succession of trains —Three were started 
from Brighton within seven minutes; hence the appalling scene 
in Clayton tunnel, and the consequent verdict of manslaughter 
against the station-master. But is it not an insult to common 
sense to ask if even the standard five minutes be sufficient? 
Some persons propose ten. The inspector thinks space would 
be a better measure than time. But what principle can be got 
out of such propositions that shall at once commend itself to 
general confidence, and be always understood in operation by 
every one of the many persons concerned? Absolutely none. 
Why not adopt the course, at once so simple and decisive, which 
we understand is universal in the United States, and partially 
practised in this country—that is, allow no train to leave a 
station till the preceding train has left the station beyond, and 
the telegraph has signified “ Lineclear”? That rule established, 
the trains might safely follow each other as fast as it was 
possible to send them, 

8. Neglect of specially dangerous places, such as curves, 
where the engine-driver cannot see far enough ahead to be able 
to stop in time to avoid a collision—that is, within some 
600 yards, Yet all these places are easily reckoned up, and as 
easily to be provided for. So with tunnels, What traveller has 
not while passing through them foreseen to his own particular 
discomfort the probability of a collision there? Yet railway 
managers, good, easy, credulous souls! have rested content to 
send us through that awful darkness in reliance upon such a 
rule as this—that two trains shall not be in the tunnel at the 
same time on the same line, We will speak presently of how 
they secure that rule ; but look at the rale itself, even if secured. 
Suppose when two trains en different lines are passing one 
should slip off the rail, as a very slight obstruction might cause 












it to do, and dash upon the other? What, then—even according 
to rule? Common sense, we presume, would dictate that under 
no possible circumstances, humanly speaking, should any two 
trains be in a tunnel at the same time, And then as to 
embankments, Would it have been conceivable in the days of 
coaching that wherever there was a dangerous place there the 
wall would assuredly—not be? The accident in the Hampstead 
fields might not have cost a single life if there had been a 
strong low wall to receive the first shock and turn aside or 
partially arrest the train. 

4, Irregular trains, which of course, being irregular, are still 
more irregularly treated. It seems to be thought that, comet- 
like, they can be left to make themselves known in their own 
fashion, Excursion-trains are frequently omitted from the 
time-tables ; the- tailboard on the regular Kew train that 
should have announced to people on or about the line that an 
excursion was coming was omitted; and when the latter did 
appear it was an hour earlier than it had been ordered—because 
the people were so numerous, and because the managers and the 
excursionists had not even thought it worth while to agree 
exactly about the hour of return, and so fixed different periods, 

5, The uncertainty of the outlook, through the engine-driver's 
other duties, and through the cruel and altogether monstrous 
disregard of his eyes, or his comfort, on many lines, by leaving 
him without any shelter from piercing winds or blinding storms, 
Why should there not be a man specially assigned to this duty 
at each end of the train? The compensation payable for a single 
injured person would defray the salaries of both men for a 
twelvemonth. 

6. The imperfection of the signals—It was a “self-acting" 
signal on the Brighton line, which could not even be made to act, 
that precipitated the catastrophe. But has not Mr. Wrigley 
again and again shown that railway managers should reverse 
the principle of signalling, and stick to the fact that there ‘s 
danger at all dangerous places unless and until you have express 
assurance that the line is clear? We believe this to be a vital 
and indispensable improvement, And as to the objection that it 
would be always crying “ Wolf!” whether the wolf were visible 
or no, and therefore be unattended to, it need only be replied that 
the danger signal would always be removed for the coming 
train in time to prevent it stopping if all were right, But 
what if the driver should treat the danger signal with 
contempt ? What proof can be given against him if he says 
he had permission to pass? We answer, could he not be 
made to showit? Let the authority to pass be dropped ina 
suitable material form on to the tender, There could be 
no mechanical difficulty, There was a method adopted some 
years ago, and which may still be in use, for raising and lowering 
the mailbags at certain places without stopping the train, The 
same measure that ensures the attention of the driver secures 
the attention of the signalman, and records his proceedings— 
the transfer of the pass. If that be given it will ba useless 
afterwards to saya danger signal was flying. Yet the Hampstead 
charge of manslaughter turns upon just this question, whether 
or not such a signal was displayed, 

7. The deficiency of telegraphic apparatus —Oae ne2dle ia 

made to do the work of three. We have it on the best evidence 
that there should be one to be blocked over, as significant of the 
blockage of the line, for each rail, up and down ; and one to be 
used for any other necessary communication while the two are 
thus occupied. Each needle should have its own box, and the 
use be inscribed on it legibly, to prevent mistake during the 
hurry and agitation of an alarm. 

8 The wretched pay of .the signalmen.—It seems scarcely 
credible that the lives of hundreds of persons are constantly 
dependent on the conscientious care, the self-possession, and the 
health of men who receive 20s, a week to keep themselves and 
families, and who are required to work long hours, The youth 
Rayner was accustomed to give for his 14s, weekly fifteen hours 
and a half one day and ten the next, to add the duty of porter 
to that of occasional signalman, and was all the while so deaf 
that he could not even be sure of hearing the whistle of a passing 
train! No wonder he cannot answer the most important ques- 
tions relating to his doings on the eventful day. 

9. The unfitness of the train for self-preservation.—It has, as 
we have seen, no sufficient out-look, There is frequently a 
deficiency of break-power, and that applied only at one end ; 
so that, if the coupling-irons give way, and the train divides on 
an incline, the break-less and engine-less half may rush away to 
its own and others’ destruction. The guard on the endangered 
train in the Clayton tunnel had no sand with him to drop on 
the line to give it increased hold. The Portsmouth train had no 
light. If the guard wants to comnpunicate with the driver, no 
ready mode offers ; and passengers, if they perceive danger, are 
carefully shut off from the possibility of informing the guard, 
We know of an instance, the other day, of a fire in a train 
through smoking, when a most appalling danger was only 
narrowly escaped, If a collision does take place, instead of 
there being at each end some gigantic buffer in the form of a 
highly-elastic, large, and heavy structure, as suggested by the 
Eramiier, to receive the blow, there is, at the best, nothing more 
than aluggage-van, and at the worst the bodies of the hapless 
passengers ; forthe thin, trumpery sides of the carriages are about 
as useful for defence as the bandboxes to which the Hampstead 
vehicles were compared by a bystander as he heard them sud- 
denly crashed, 

It is only, perhaps, a part of the fitness of things that when 80 
little is done to prevent accident still less should be permitted in 
the way of comfort or satisfaction afterwards to those who have 
escaped, Doors are locked upon men, women, and childrea. Let 
any one guess what must be the feelings of people at this treat- 
ment, just after an accident, and while in mortal apprehension 
that the accident may be only beginning. If you are delayed 
hours behind time through some casualty, and want to guard 
from alarm those who expect you by sending a message of safety, 
the telegraph is refused, even when doing nothing, [a a case of 
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this kind the other day a gentleman, our informant, broke through 
the obstruction by sheer audacity, but he was alone in his 
success, How simple a regulation would remedy this, 

10, 7 he absence of a distinct and recognised person 4 
sibility —It appears to us that an officer should be specially 
appointed to study and secure the entire safety of theline, Not 
a thing should be able to move on it, except in accordance with 
his general and printed rules, or his special and written ones. 
He should test. the fitness of all signalmen, and be habitually 
occupied in verifying by personal examination the exact state 
of every portion of the complex machinery, on which so much 
Gepends, He would not then have to say, as the Brighton 
manager has just said, that he had been quite unaware that a 
signalman who was to have only been on duty eighteen hours 
—only eighteen hours !—had actually been twenty-four. 

Such officers of safety should all meet together periodically, 
to compare experience and work out uniformity of system, 
which under such processes must tend to uniformity of excellence. 

These, then, are the chief causes of railway accidents, Our 
readers can judge how far they are avoidable by measures at all 
like those we have indicated. We believe that with strict 
punctuality of start; showing all trains in all time-tables ; per- 
matting no train to depart till it is certain the way is clear to 
the next station; forbidding, under any circumstances, two 
trains in a tunnel at the same time; observing especial pre- 
caution at all dangerous curves; having walls or mounds of 
earth to guard the edges of embankments ; a sure look out ; 
ready means of communication between driver, guaed, and 
passengers ; trustworthy signals, used on a trustworthy system ; 
compelling the engine-driver to obtain and produce his pass for 
every dangerous place} providing ample telegraphic power, 
guarded against ‘all possibility of misconception; employing 
carefully-chosen and well-paid men, strong carriages, and a 
still stronger elastic shield before and after them, with break- 
power at each end always sufficient to stop the train in the 
shortest possible space ;—with all these securities kept in healthy 
action by the oversight of a responsible officer, we firmly believe 
railway travelling would become as distinguished for its safety 
as it already is for speed, economy, and comfort. 

We believe, then, railway accidents ave avoidable, But, if our 
readers wish them to be avoided, they, as a part of the public, 
must move in the matter. We conclude, therefore, with the 
suggestion that a public méeting should be called, and a com- 
mittee appointed of gentlemen of known character and suitable 
ability, having no pecuniary interest in railway property; and 
that such a committee should invite the railway companies to 
delegate certain of their diréetots toa conference, with a view 
to such assurances being given ‘to the public on the part of the 
companies as may restore confidence, give new value to the vast 
property invested, and make unnecé@ssary—what otherwise will

FLOWER SHOW AT THE ROYAL HORTICULTURAL 
SOCIETY'S GARDENS. 

On Wednesday the splendid new gardens of the Royal Horticultural 
Society, which are situated in close proximity to the spacious edifice 
now erecting at South Kensington for the International Exhibition of 
1862, presented an unusually brilliant and animated scene, A grand 
féte and flower show took place on that day, and attracted a numerous 
and fashionable assemblage. 

We give in the accompanying Supplement four Illustrations in con- 
nection with these gardens, which are — approaching completion. 
The great cascade and the founta‘ns at the ends of the canals are 
nearly finished, Several additions to the embellishments have 
recently been made, Four allegorical statues, executed in terra- 
Soe Strength, Temperance, Justice, and Truth, which 
were y presented to the society by the Prince Consort, are being 
placed on pedestals at the sides of the entrance and exit of 
the maze, Lo are designed in a sitting posture. Strength 
is emblematised by a female leaning on a club, and draped with 
a lion’s skin; Temperance bears a bridle; Truth a mirror; Justice 
rests her hand on the book of the law. It is understood that these 
figures were selected for his Royal Highness by the Crown Princess of 
Prussia. Two of Rauch’s magnificent Victorias, nine feet in height, 
executed in bronze, have lately arrived: they were designed for his

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THE BRITISH ASSOCIATION. 
FIRST DAY'S PROCEEDINGS. 

The British Association for the Advancement of Science assom!led for its 
thirty-first annual meeting on Wednesday week at Manchester, and commenced 
its proceedings prosperously, the sale of tickets being 2388—greater than on 
any previous opening day. The morning was spent in preliminary business 
by the council, when Mr. William Hopkins, F.R.S., was elected joint general 
secretary, in conseqnence of Professor Walker desiring assistance. The 
inaugural meeting was held in the evening at the Free-trade Hall, which was 
hung with red cloth, and adorned by paintings, &c. There was a 
attendance, including the Earl of Enniskillen, Lord Stanley, the Bishop of 
chester ; Professors Owen, Sedgwick, Daubeny, Chevalier, Kupffer ; Sir P. 
gerton, and Sir J. Richardson. 5 
The retiring president, Lord Wrottesley, having introduced Mr. Fairbairn 
as his successor, the latter, who is well known in the north as having raised 
himself from the position of a working man by his scientific experiments in 
iron constructions, took the chair amid loud cheers, and addressed the audience 
at considerable length. He pointed out how all sciences had progressed with 
the advance of civilisation, and how, as was the case with Mexico and Peru, 
the decradation of science was accompanied with a degradation in civilisation. 
He dwelt long upon astronomy, and sketched its course from the discoveries 
of Brahe, Copernicus, and Galileo to those of Lord Rosse, Sir W. Herschel, and 
Mr. Alexander Wilson. He coupled the name of General Sabine with the dis- 
coveries of magnetic science, and that of Dr. Dalton, a Manchester man, with 
chemistry, of the modern system of which, in connection with the atomic 
theory, he was the founder. Mr. Fairbairn then enlarged on the benefits which 
science had bestowed upon sanitary questions in diet, water, &c. ; lture, 
in manures; trade, in dyes, discovery of new and improvement in the mode 
of working old metals; geology, in gold-fields, &c. He adverted to the fruits 
of the labours of Parry, Franklin, Humboldt, Murchison, Livingstone, and 
others in the cause of geography and ethnology, and then dwelt upon the pro- 
gress of engineering science from the dass of Smeaton and Brindley to those 
of the Stephensons, in the course of which he gave a detailed account of the 
gradual development of the steam-erngine and steam navigation, from the 
mythical conjectures of the Marquis of Worcester to the practical discoveries 
by Savery and Newcomen in the south-west mining districts of England, 
which were completed by Watt. In connection with steam as applied to manu- 
factures he stated that the consumption of cotton had increased three hundred 
fold in a century, from 4,000,000 in 1767, when Arkwright patented his water 
frames, to 1,200,000,000 in the present day, equal in value to £70,000,000, or 
the yearly revenue of the country. U the subject of iron he considerably 
enlarged, tracing its progress from the veries of the neglected and beggared 
Herry Cort down to the recent ones of Mr. Bessemer, and then naturally 
cane to the great question of the day, impregnable iron ships, declaring him- 
s fully persuaded that the whole of our ships of war must be rebuilt of 
iron, and defended with iron armour calculated to resist | page of the 
heaviest description at high velocities. Upon the subject of iron bridges the 
President saw no reason why they should not be constructed to four times 
their present span, but beyond 1800 or 2000 feet they would be destroyed by 
their own weight.

ART IN HOLLAND, 
(From our own Correspondent.) 
AMSTERDAM, Sep:, 9. 
For its size, there is no country so rich in paintings as Holland ; for its 
population, there is none which has done more for art ;—produced more 
great masters whose names have become historical. Yet the Dutch 
are not—perhaps, never were—an art-people for art’s sake. Love of 


r art, and pride in their own art, is not a national instinct with them ag 


it is with their neighbours, the Flemings. Their treasures of art are 
hoarded by wealthy collectors for their owa gratification and that ef 
their immediate circle of acquaintance; perhaps, too, for the sake of 
the renown it gives them amongst strangers; but the Government does 
little or nothing for the public recognition of art as an element of 
civilisation, and the people are consequently, to a large extent, insen- 
sible to its influences. In Belgium statues by native artists, 
to the honour of native worthies, are every day being imaugu- 
rated amid solemn pomp and rejoicings; architectural features 
of beauty, many of them in connection with the aris, are 
starting up in all directions ; whilst the beautiful remains of medisval 
structures are undergoing a thorough repair and renovation ;—so proud

THE BRITISH DEPENDENCIES AND THE EXHIBITION 
OF 1862. 
It appeers from the Times that in the exhibition of next year there will be 
hashew of colonial products and manufactures as has never yet been 
weathered under one roof. All, even to our most distant dependencies, are 
making such efforts to be well represented next year as almost apparently to 
pass the interest taken in the scheme at home. 
Tre Canadian Government has voted £8000 towards the expenses of properly 
presenting that grand colony; Cape Colony will give £5000; British 
laumbia, £2000 ; Queensland, £2000 ; Tasmania, £2000; New South Wales, 
3000, and £5000 for an exhibition of gold; Victoria gives £10,000; New 
wick, £1600; British Guiana, £1000 ; and proportionate sums will be 
cal by nearly all the other colonial Legislatures throughout the world. 
The idea of the gold exhibition of the Australian colonies is an admirable 
one. For the first time the English public will see a properly-arranged and 
.ssified exhibition of the various deposits of the precious metal, the discovery 
f which has in ten short years raised Anstralia from the position of an out- 
sing colony and convict dépdt to a series of powerful and wealthy States. It 
not to be a mere display of nuggets ; on the contrary, the nuggets that are 
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sent as specimens are to be limited in weight to 6oz. It is to be a 
~~lay net enly of the various forms in which the rich auriferous yield is 
d, but also of all the machines and implements by which it is worked at 


iggings. Thus there will be gold earth and sand, with the methods 
wushing it; gold quarts of every grade of richness, from 3o0z. to the ton, 
the lamps of metal at last emerge in an eruption of pure nuggets upon the 
fave of the ea: Towards this display New South Wales gives £5000, and 
t ut of Victoria £5000, with £5000 more for the general purposes 
of exhibitors. 

In 1851 Victoria was just starting into existence asa distinct colony. Its 
population was then short of 80,000; it had 60,000 acres of land under 
cultivation ; its annual imports were barely a million, and its exports short of 
£1,400,000. Now its population is nearly 700,000, and its exports exceed in 
value £15,000,000 annually, and its imports are as large; while more than 
400,000 acres of land are under cultivation, The colonists own upwards of 
7,000,000 head of cattle, and have sent gold to the mother country to the value 
of £110,000,000 sterling. 

Nor is it only in Victoria that we see this astounding progress in the ten 
that have intervened. Port Phillip, which in 1851 had only just been 
i inte a separate colony, is now the great settlement of the group. 
Moreton Bay has within the ‘ast two years become a great, prosperous, and 
ndependent colony, under the nime of Queensland; Van Diemen’s Land no 
longer exists, but in its stead is the wealthy and thriving settlement of 
Tasmania; and even the beautiful Norfolk Islands are no more the most 
dreaded of all penal settlements, but have been colonised by the Pitcairn 
Islanders, to whom a romantic interest still attaches as the descendants of the 
,utineers of the Bounty, who kept up their primitive simplicity and isolation 
ill they outgrew the limits of their first island home. We live fast nowadays, 
and ten years is a hugeepoch in the rapid history of colonial enterprise and 
progress, There are now railways and telegraphs to towns in Australia 
which, ten years back, were only stations with sheep-tracks through the bush. 
Steamers are plying on the Murray and the Darling ; and Queensland, British 
Columbia, and Vancouver's Island have, since the last exhibition, been 
admitted into that great family of communities which constitute the gigantic 
empire of the British colonies. 

If there are any among the members of this system of dependencies which 
show less zeal in the exhibition than the rest they are to be found among the 
West Indian colonies. 

Sugar now, and cotton for the future, seem not unnaturally to occupy all 
their thoughts at present ; and more interest is evinced among the people of 
the Sandwich Islands, at Hayti, in Japan, the South Sea Isles, the Feejees, in 
Liberia, and along the settlements of the west coast of Africa, than among 
the inhabitants of the greatest of the Antilles, 

Mr. Rutherford Alcock is sending home a superb collection of objects from 
Japan, principally of China lacquer ware, and textile fabrics, with scientific 
and agricultural impl ta, raw products, &c. To this display her Majesty 
will contribute from the Windsor armoury the t weapons and 
armour which were lately sent to her as a present from the Tycoon. 

Our Indian empire was last time represented by the display put forth by the 
Company. This time Dr. Forbes Watson is intrusted with onhesing together 
a grand collection of the staples of that great empire, and it is said that the 
collection will be one of the most valuable and most varied that has ever been 
brought together. The Indian empire does not come within the space ass 
for the colonial display, but will, as in 1851, have a court to itself. In 
all, 12,000 feet of horizontal space has been given up to the colonies proper. 

Juiging from present applications, at least twice that amount is demanded 
and expected, and the commissioners apparently will have to enlarge the area 
at first decided on. On all sides arises the clamour for more room, and 
more. The theory of development on which the commissioners have depend 
has been rather more than realised, yet, as their belief in the theory has not 
taken the practical form of erecting a building large enough to meet what 
they rightly said would be the increased demand, it necesenril 
numerous minority of the late applicants will be disappointed altogether. 
There is not one-fourth more space for exhibitors than in 1851, yet about ten 
times the amount is wanted. England alone has sent in demands which amount 
to twice the contents of the whole structure, and France complains that she 
has about a tenth of the space required for what she must exhibit. 
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It is stated in the Zimes that, of all the large cities, Dublin 
seems the most apathetic on the subject of the International Exhibition of 
next year. 

The Observer tells us that the French demands for space in 
the forthcoming International Exhibition are exorbitant ; the Austrians claim- 
ing the next share of the number of feet appropriated to fi 
exhibitors. In the fine arts, as in industrial a France evinces a li 
eagerness to excel, and asks for more space the total allotted to 
nations. Belgium, Russia, and Sweden, also wish to be represented largely 
this department of the World's Fair.

WILLS AND BEQUESTS. 

The will and codicil of the Right Hon. Robert Campbell Scarlett, Baron 
Abinger, of Abinger Hall, near Dorking, Surrey, where he died on the 24th of 
June last, aged sixty-six, were administered to by his son, Lieutenant-Colonel 
Lord Abinger (heretofore the Hon. William Frederick Scarlett). The executors 
in the will are his Lordship’s two brothers, Major-General the Hon. 
Sir James Yorke Scarlett, K.C.B., Adjutant-General to her Majesty’s Forces, 
and his Excellency the Hon. Peter Campbell Scarlett, C.B., late Am r to 
the Court of Tuscany, and his Lordship’s cousin, James Williams Scarlett, Esq., 
of Copped Hall, near Totteridge, Herts; all these parties, together with his 
relict, the Baroness Abinger, having renounced the grant. The pe I 

y was sworn under 000. The will bears date the 22nd of June last, 
which his Lordship appended a codicil in his own handwriting on the fol- 
lowing day. This nobleman was the son of the able advocate and distinguished 
lawyer, Sir James Scarlett, who was created Baron Abinger in 1835. His son, 
the late Baron, succeeded to the title on the demise of his father in 1844. Baron 
Abinger, the testator, has left real as well as personal property, which he has 
bequeathed entirely amongst his . To his only son, the present Baron, 
he devises his real estates, as well as his personal and mixed property. To his 
daughter, the Hon. Frances y, wife of the Rev. Sidney Smith, Rector of 
Brompton Ashe, Northam , an annuity of £200 is bequeathed, and on 
the demise of the testator’s mother, the Dowager Lady Abinger, the sum of 
£15,000. There are other directions in the will and codicil, but they have 
reference only to contingent circumstances. 

The will of William Henry Poyntz Sadgrove, of 18, 20, and 21, Eldon-street, 
Finsbury, upholsterer and cabinet-manufacturer, who died at Hastings, Sussex, 
on the 12th of February last, bears date in August, 1860, wherein he nominated 
his wife, together with his brother-in-law, Mr. Henry Golding, and Mr. James 
Martin, of Onslow-square, executors and trustees. Probate was granted in the 
London Court on the 26th of August ; and the personalty sworn under £12,000. 
Mr. Sadgrove died of real and personal property, including a very 
flourishing concern in the manufacturing of cabinet furniture. The testator was 
well known in the district of Finsbury as a highly respectable tradesman, who 
had acquired a handsome competency by a course of persevering industry. 
His will, which is that of a strictly family nature, provides very liberally for 
all those who have kindred claims upon him. Mr. Sadgrove has left to his 
relict an annuity of £400, and also a life interest in his real estate and the 
residue of the personal. To his eldest son, one half of the capital employed in 
the cabinet-manufacturing business is bequeathed on his attaining the age of 
twenty-one. The residue of the property, on the decease of the testator’s widow, 
is directed to be divided amongst the testator’s other children. A handsome 
provision is also bestowed upon Mr. William Sadgrove, senior.
